Front Panel Components 

1. charge/Notification LED indicator: 

LED off = not charging or no notifications 
Amber flash = charging 

Green flash = one or more notification events 
have occurred 

Amber solid = charging complete 

2. Wireless LED indicator: 

LED off = Bluetooth and Wi-Fi are off 

Blue solid = Bluetooth and/or Wi-Fi are on 

3. Image Capture Button*: Short press launches 
HP PhotoSmart Camera, then another press 
captures a picture. A long press and hold 
launches voice recorder 

4. iPAQ Mobile Media Button: Opens iPAQ 
Mobile Media that allows you to listen to 
music and view photos and videos

1. Stylus: Use to input information. Slide up to 
remove, slide down to put back in place 

2. Secure Digital Expansion Slot: Supports 
Secure Digital (SD) and MMC memory cards 
and SDIO expansion cards 

3. Power Button: Turns HP iPAQ on and off 

4. 3.5mm Stereo Headphone Jack: Supports 
standard 3.5mm headphones 

5. Mirror*: Center yourself in the mirror for a 
self-photo and press Image Capture Button 
to take your picture 

6. Digital Camera Lens*: 1.2 mega pixel

7. Battery Cover Release Latch: Unlatch to
